Remarks 


Reconsideration of the claims is respectfully 
requested. Claims 1-2 and 4-6 remain in this application. 
Claims 3 and 7-10 have been cancelled. No new matter has been 
added by this amendment. 

Claims 2-4 and 7-10 were rejected under 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite. More specifically, the 
Examiner states that claims 2 and 7 lack sufficient structure 
for performing the functional language "being molded". Claim 
2 has been amended to clearly claim that the reinforcement 
band is integrally formed with the insulative housing. As is
